 SECTION 1. BE IT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF 17 

MARYLAND, That the Laws of Maryland read as follows: 18

 (a) (1) There is a Local Government Investment Pool. The Local 21 

Government Investment Pool consists of the aggregate of all funds from local 22 

governments that are placed in the custody of the State and any funds of the State 23 

that are placed in the Local Government Investment Pool by the Treasurer for 24 

investment and reinvestment. 25 

 

  (2) The investment policies for the Local Government Investment Pool 26 

shall be established by the Treasurer. 27 

 

  (3) The Treasurer shall administer the Local Government Investment 28 

Pool on behalf of the participating local governments and, to the extent that State 29 

funds are included, on behalf of the State. 30 

 

  (4) The Treasurer shall develop such procedures necessary for the 31 

efficient administration of the Pool, including: 32 

 

   (i) Specification of minimum amounts which may be deposited 33 

in the Pool and minimum periods of time for which deposits shall be retained in the 34 

Pool; 35 
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   (ii) Payment of amounts equivalent to administrative expenses 1 

from the earnings of the Pool; and 2 

 

   (iii) Distribution of the earnings in excess of expenses, or 3 

allocation of losses, to the several participants in a manner which equitably reflects 4 

the differing amount of their respective investments and the differing periods of time 5 

for which the amounts were in the custody of the Pool. 6 

 

 (b) (1) The Treasurer shall invest moneys in the Local Government 7 

Investment Pool in accordance with the provisions set forth in §§ 6–222 and 6–223 of 8 

the State Finance and Procurement Article. 9 

 

  (2) Notwithstanding any provisions of law to the contrary or any 10 

limitation or restriction contained in any other law, the Treasurer may invest, redeem, 11 

sell, exchange, and reinvest moneys in the Local Government Investment Pool in 12 

bankers’ acceptances guaranteed by banking institutions. 13 

 

 (h) (1) Subject to the objectives and requirements of this section, the 14 

Treasurer shall formulate procedures for the investment and reinvestment of funds in 15 

the Investment Pool and the acquisition, retention, management, and disposition of 16 

investments of the Investment Pool. 17 

 

  (2) (i) The Treasurer may enter into a contractual agreement with 18 

a qualified Maryland fiscal agent and may compensate the agent for services rendered. 19 

 

   (ii) The agent may perform investment and administrative 20 

services which the Treasurer is authorized by this section to perform. 21 

 

 (j) For the purposes of this section, “local government” includes all of the 22 

legal entities, bodies, and agencies set out in § 22 of this article and local government 23 

insurance pools formed under Title 19, Subtitle 6 of the Insurance Article, but does not 24 

include the State and agencies of the State.
